GEN. MAHAS OCCUPIES EASTERN 
ARSENAL AT TIEN TSIN. 


fereigners Suffered Severely From 
Lack of Heavy Gans and Cavalry— 
No Pekin News for 15 Days, 


London, Joly 12—A dispatch from 
tien Isin eaye: ‘‘Gen.. Mahas defeat- 
od the allied troops and re-occupied the 
Chipese eastern arsenal ufter inflicting 
great loss upon ite defenders.” 

‘Tbe engagement iasted six hours, 


and was fought with great determina. | 


tion on bath sides. The Chinese were 
eventually to utilize the effective guns 
of the fort abutting on the city walle 
near the Taotais Yamen,the allied troops 
suffering severely from lack of heavy 
guns and cavalry. ‘The Japanese com- 
wander sept am urgent appeal to hurry 
reinforcements as the allies were in im- 
winent danger of a general deteat.’’ 

London, July 12.—The Chinese sit- 
uation again bears a most ominous as- 
pect. Eighteem days ago Sir Robert 
Hare dispatched his last message, de- 
claring that the situation was desperate, 
and since then no word has come from 
the Europeans in Pekin. 

According to the Daily Mail’s Shang- 
bai corresponcent, Li Hang Chang has 
received ap imperial decree ordering his 
immediate departure for Pekin, pre- 
sumably to break the news ot the Pekin 
tragedy to the European role, aud, in 
his usual role of megotiator with 
Europe ia difficult matters, to endeavor 
toact as mediator and to avert the 
vengeance of the powers. To add to the 
grimness of this suggestion, all advices 
trom Tien Tsin tend to confirm the re- 
porte of the perilous condition of the 
allied forces and the optimist Chinese 
rumors Unless reinforcements spredily 
reach Tien Tein another disaster may 
be expected. 

The Daily Mail's Tien Tsin corres- 
pondent, telexraphing July 5, says: 
‘The situation is about as bad as it can 
well be. Ionly trust that we shall not 
soon want relieving ourselves. A for- 
ward movement is impos-ible.
